Since the examiner had alread conceeded this point, it is 
unclear why the applicant thinks that this fact is relevant The applicant also states "the present claimed invention does not utilize 
thickness measurement." The examiner disagrees; volume measurement, by definition, necessarily requires thickness measurment 
since volume equals area times thickness (see p. 127 of "CRC Standard Mathematical Tables, 27 th Edition", Willian H. Beyer, Ph.D., 
Head of the Department of Mathematical Studies, University of Akron; Copyright 1 984 by CRC Press, Inc., Boca Raton, Florida). 

The applicant did not address any of the examiner's remarks in the two rejections of the claims in view of document NO. WO 
01/65204 A1 so these rejections still stand.
